Captuin Sladen reached Mandalay on the 
20th of Septetber, on his return. from the 
expedition through the Kakhyen hills and 
Shan States to Momein and [the Panthay 
country. The expudition haying left Mau- 
dalay on 13th January, has thus been .ab- 
sent rather more than: eight] months, -It 
cousiated originally of Dr Anderson, curator 
‘of. the Indian Museum at Caibutta, as‘ na- 
turolist'; Captain Williama, R. E. oa Engi- 
neer and survey officer, and two members 
of the: Rangoon Chamber of Commerce, all 
under Captain Sladen, our Political Agent 
at:-Mandalay: © Captain Williams and one 
of the merchants returned! jto Rangoon, 
when the Mission was still in the Kakhyen 
hills, and the place of the former was filled 
by. Mr Gordon who took with him mich 
neéded supplies of money. ‘fhe object of 
the Expedition wus: purely commercial 
though, if siceessful, it- could-not fail to 
prodiice- important - political results. We 
uad just formed a uew treaty with -the 
King, aud under Captain Sladen’s influence 
his Majesty suemed disposed to favour the 
enterptise. '” But.the event has proved that, 
when ho was not likely to-miake political 
capital out of the Mission, he became as 
passively, as his eubordiuates were actively, 
hostile to its success: . The party had not 
loft Bhamo before this was discovered, and 
‘when it.had:entered the Kakliyen hills the 
people were found to be influbnced’ayainat 
it. ~But for Captain Sladen’s thet and dash, 
Burmeav intrigue would have pealed up the 
road to.

THE OUTBREAK IN INDIA... : 
A correspondent in Huzara sends .to the 

Pioneer the following account of. the origin

Ata Mahomed Khan of Agror, whose 
valloy few Europeans had yet visited” “No 
hostile demonstrations were, however, mad¢ 
till April 1867. ‘wo subalterns, Scott and 
Smith, were then conducting operations be- 
tween Pukli and Agror, when one night a 
sentry was shot within afew paces of their 
tents, The Chief in whose village the 
outrage.was committed was heavily fined, 
but suspicion appears to have fallen 
on “Ata. Mahomed ~ of. Agrur. The 
surveyors “next euterad. Kaghan; and, 
though at first-annoyed by the Chief, they 
managed to get: along. without molestation. 
Late.in the season Colonel Johnstone him- 
self entered Agror to carry on. operations 
there ; -and the Chief, though sulky and 
even insulting at times, was obliged to give 
such help a3 was considered necessary. But 
he took no pains'to conceal his dislike for 
these operations ; he further’ made himself, 
by his continued insolence and obstinate and 
repulsive ‘manner, ‘suspected by the ‘civil 
authoritivs ;-and at length, wheu their for- 
bearance was exhausted, the Deputy.

The Revue de Techrwlogic et, CArt Mili- 
taires gives its readors an article. on ‘The 
Conackyuences of the Evacuation of Luxem- 
burg by ‘the Prussian Garrisoil.” .

been prepared by Mr Watson, apparently -a 
member of.the coninittee. The chairman 
said that, on the 24th of January, 1867, the 
directors issued a report to the effect that 
the capital of the: bauk was safe and that 
the reserve fund of £750,000 was untouch- 
ed, and. recommended o dividend uf 8 per 
cent, On the 2let of October, 1867, they 
stopped payment, when the shareholders 
were told that the capital and reserve fund 
were lost, but that that was the extent of 
their logs, . ‘Subsequent: investigation show- 
ed, however,’ that betiveen £400,000 and 
£600,000 more would be required to pay-off 
other claims. If the story had stopped here, 
it would have been bad-enough in all con- 
science, thongh it would probably be’ diffi: 
cult in these days to persuade any consider- 
able part of the mercantile community that’ 
there’ was anything particularly bad in it.
